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LONG-TERM  GOALS 

Our  long  term  goal  was  to  sustain  the  dialogue  and  scholarly  work  currently  underway  across  the 
country  on  the  history  of  the  ocean  sciences  in  the  United  States  and  the  role  of  ONR  in  that  process. 
This  is  an  effort,  not  merely  to  establish  certain  facts  and  preserve  sources  and  artifacts,  but  rather  to 
explore  the  dynamics  of  oceanography's  development  into  a  recognized  multi-disciplinary  science 
involving  personalities  and  institutions  over  the  years  since  World  War  One 

OBJECTIVES 

We  intended  to  create  an  initiative  that  would  encourage  open  discussion  on  the  history  of  the  ocean 
sciences  with  an  eye  toward  promoting  frequent  debate  and  regular  publication  on  the  subject.  In 
addition,  we  wished  to  create  a  forum  for  those  already  involved  in  this  field  and  a  vehicle  appealing 
enough  both  to  encourage  publication  by  established  professionals  and  to  attract  new  graduate  students. 

APPROACH 

We  employed  a  workshop  format  and  invited,  with  the  occasional  rare  exception,  only  seasoned 
professionals  to  achieve  a  critical  mass  of  talent  and  expertise  in  a  free  and  open  environment  for 
discussion  and  reflection.  Papers  prepared  for  the  workshop  were  distributed  beforehand,  read,  and 
introduced  by  their  authors  at  the  workshop.  The  bulk  of  the  time  at  Maury  2  was  spent  in  discussion 
and  analysis  of  the  contributions  made. 

WORK  COMPLETED 

The  workshop  exceeded  our  expectations  for  on-site  productive  discussion  and  insight.  Participants 
went  away  with  ideas  for  research  projects  and  a  comprehensive  perspective  on  the  major  issues 
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currently  under  examination  by  their  colleagues.  Almost  every  professional  currently  working  in  this 
field  was  in  the  room  at  Maury  2. 

We  made  audio  and  video  recordings  of  the  proceedings  for  use  in  training  and  edueation  as  well  as  to 
properly  archive  the  experience  as  the  second  of  its  kind,  building  on  the  foundation  laid  by  Maury  1 . 

We  eolleeted  eopies  of  all  papers  presented  at  the  workshop  and  entered  into  diseussions  regarding 
possible  publieation  of  the  results. 

RESULTS 

The  Maury  Workshops  have  energized  the  field  of  ocean  science  history.  The  number  of  professional 
historians  in  the  field  has  inereased  along  with  a  promising  influx  of  graduate  students  working  on  both 
naval  and  civilian  aspects  of  oceanohgraphic  development. 

We  published  a  very  signifieant  array  of  artieles.  The  full  list  appears  in  the  bibliography  below.  One  of 
the  Pis  [Weir]  had  a  book  accepted  for  publication  by  Texas  A&M  University  Press  entitled,  An  Ocean 
in  Common:  American  Naval  Officers,  Scientists,  and  the  Oeean  Environment.  1919-1961  whieh 
benefitted  direetly  from  the  workshops. 

IMPACT/APPLICATION 

The  history  of  oeeanography  field  is  growing  swiftly.  We  have  more  historieal  professionals  involved  as 
a  result  of  Maury  1  and  2  and  the  literature  is  also  growing.  With  the  aeceptanee  of  graduate  projects 
for  theses  and  dissertations,  the  field  has  received  an  unprecedented  level  of  recognition.  With  these 
attainments  comes  a  deeper  understanding  of  the  Navy's  eritical  role  both  via  ONR  and  other  naval 
agencies  in  the  genesis  and  growth  of  oeeanography  as  a  field  of  scientifie  endeavor. 

TRANSITIONS 

The  produetive  gathering  of  interested  seholars  at  the  Maury  Workshop  has  identified  many  interesting 
and  eritieal  areas  of  researeh  and  analysis.  The  foundations  laid  by  Maury  2  have  contributed  to  at  least 
five  other  projects  in  this  field,  influencing  not  only  subject,  but  methodology  and  the  scope  of  sources 
and  eollections  used..
